Idaho, and by a vote of 47 to 24, ordered put in the congressional rec- 
ord aud printed as" a public document. 


Ail the votes against publication were cast by democrats with the 


exception of thai by Senator McCumber of Norih Dakota, republican. 
Senator Thomas, democrat, Colorado, forced a roll call, refusing unan- 
imous consent for publication.

This letter is self-explanatory and will 
srive you some further idea of the posi- 
tion in which we find ourselves. 
The 
secretary of labor is very anxious to 
find some way of meeting" this obliga- 
tion, which is surely a moral one, and 
J think it rather depends upon the kind 
of.a case that you can build "P in con- 
iunction with Mr. Kerwin. 
AVo all of 
us feel that we are obligated to satisfy 
the claim upon the basis recommended 
by our adjustment committee, and you 
will find us ready to do everything we 
possibly can to see that justice is done. 
Will you be good enough to set in 


touch with Mr. Kerwin and advise mo 
of the possibilities of 
the 
situation, 
since while I recall no specific agree- 
ment personaly it was well understood 
by all of us here that the action of 
the City of Lowell was predicated upon 
the assumption that we would build 
houses in a certain way within a cer- 
tain time and on a certain tract. In 
other words. \re were in perfect sood 
faith as far as you were concerned, and 
the city of Lowell met us in the same 
spirit. 


1 am particularly p'lad thnt your let- 


ter has conic to me as a reminder 
of 
the situation, which I had thought set- 
tled, and you may rely upon my doinp 
everything in my power to help in Its 
adjustment 
upon the equitable basis

standard rate of pay on May 19. The 
original demands of the engineers for 
a minimum rate of $-12 weekly de- 
veloped into a fight on the Issue of the 
closed shop, the strikers being sup- 
ported by the firemen and oilers. Three 
conferences were held last week be- 
tween representatives of the manufac- 
turers and the operatives, satisfactory 
adjustment of the issues involved be- 
: ing made at the meeting'of Friday. 


The textile council agreed that fhe 


operatives should return to their ma- 
chines and would not be averse to 
working alongside operatives who were 
not members of 
the various unions, 


while the manufacturers agreed 
thai 


they .would take hack all the strikers 
without discrimination. Although sev- 
eral hundred operatives are reported 
to have left the city to seek employ- 
ment elsewhere, it is expected 
that 


they will return to their former posi- 
tions in this city an"d take" advantage 
of the 15 per cent increase in wages 
which was scheduled to come into op- 
eration on June 2.

Rev. Boyd Edwards, chaplain of the 


101st Engineers, 26th. Division, spoke 
at St. Anne's church-.last evening, tell- 
ing of tho work of. tha engineers in 
the -war and declaring that faith won 
the struggle for the allies..
